PRIMITIVE TOOLS. 


Interesting Description of How a Philippine 


Shick Is Built by One Who Lived 


on Islands Almost a Year. 


The way the Philippine mechanic 


works always was of interest to me. One 
day seeing a carpenter on his way to 
work I decided to follow and take in 
something along tbat line. 


It might be said in passing that a Pbil- 


ippino's kit of tools la not so large aa 
that used by our carpenters. In the' 
town of Dapitam the earpentei'a kit 
coneisted of a jig saw, a Chinese chisel, 
an auger of tbe same make (both roughly 
made), a hammer and a boio—their 
chief tool. 


At the beach I found tbe job on which

placed in the shape of a treatle. The log 
on which two men were at work was 
quite large and waa placed over tbe 
trestle at en angle of about forty-five 
degrees. Oa the top of this log one man 
was standing palling the saw up while 
the man on the ground pulled down all 
the while, keeping up a chant to which 
both kept time with thir feet, every now 
and then changing step. This was the 
flrst time it dawned upon me why the 
word "jig" was applied to the saw. The 
ogs are brought to the mill by the aid 
of a carabao and a drag made like the 
'go-devil" of tbe Indian. It takes some 
-kie to do this an the wood is heavy and 
there are very few roads. 


Their mode of sawing ia slow work 


and iu several bours they bad only made 
a cut of a few feet. Other men were at 
work on the honae which bad been 
itarted some days before. 


A Fbilippino shack IP built in a fash- 


on very strange and 
primitive to 


he American. Holes are made In tbe 
round by use of a pointed pole, and by 
orcing it down and twisting and tuni- 
ng it the place ia made large enough to 
eceive the corner posts, which are then 
ilaced In position. Bars and picks for 
igglng are not uaed in tbat town, 
The trees uaed aa corner posts are us- 
i«lly cut so tbat a branch may be used 
s a resting place for tbe sill which is 
laced thereon, and held in place with 
attan withes. Sometimes a post may 
e too short, then a mitre is made by 
ae of tbe bolo, saw and auger and fas- 
ened with a wooden pin, driven through 
be splice. Sometimes ac arm or rest- 
tig place for a sill has to be made and it 
s done by use of the same tools. Tbe 
Us or logs uaed as such are placed any- 


where from two to ten feet above ground 
nd upon these are placed the joists and 
oor. A floor of boards is uncommon, 
'hey are made chiefly of bamboo cut in 
.rips about the width of a plastering 
atb and placed about a half inch apart 
nd held In place with tbe native nail— 
attan.

I are indebted, to tbe commissioners for a 
copy-of same. Some of the regulations 


I may not be entirely new in substance 
but In their present form and promulga- 
tion am entirely new. For tbejlnforma- 
tion of tbe many citizens of tbe county 
who come in touch with tbe battlefield 
and government of same, tbe following 
are the regulations now in force: 


1. All avenues within tbe park «re 


for tbe sole purpose of enabling visitors 
to view the battlefield ; they are in no 
sense public highways and must not be 
used for business or transportation par- 
poses, or as a highway for travel. 


2. All driving must be on tbe right 


side of the roadbed, but a carriage pass- 
ing another in tbe fame direction must 
pass on tbe lefr, Fast driving la 
biblted.

Tbe studding consists of long, thin 
tralght branches, one end of which is a 
ork. This fork is placed over the ail] 
nd tied, and also, secured at tbe top, 
tudding being about two feet apart.

Being striped from tbe 
tern it is folded over a bamboo lath and 
wed with rattan. This being done it 
placed on the ground in tbe sun to 
each and dry. After that It is ready 
be put in place, and as nails are scarce 


nd txpensive the shingles and siding 
re put on with tbe rattan|tbread. 
Openings are left for windows and 
oon, the sills being made of rough- 
ewn logs and sometimes of thick bam- 
'00 put in place something like tbe arm 


an old-timerocklng chair. The doors 


nd blinds are made of nipa and bamboo, 
e former being ao constructed tbat 
bey can be rolled. 
Tbe entrance to tbe shack la gained 
y tbe use of a ladder or steps made in 
arious ways, some being only logs with 
etches cut in them large enough for 
e toes. A few shacks in this city had 
eps and porches of boards—but they 
ere few. It was a swell bouse that 
,ould boast of a porch. 
The houses sided with bamboo were 
ery pretty, tbe material being cat in 
ng narrow strips and woven Into 
any different designs by these back- 


woods mechanics. Houses of Ibis kind 


nd were scarce. 
Oae strange thing noticed was tbat 
any of these houses were built without 
,e use of a nail.

permitted to roam at large or graze on 
tbe grounds or along the roads. Loose 
animals will be Impounded, and released 
only on tbe payment of a suitable fine. 


8. No person other than authorized 


employees, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, will be permitted to reside perma- 
nently or to engage in any business 
within tbe park, except by authority of 
the Secretary of War. Employees of 
the park are not to engage In any other 
occupation, such as farming, gardening, 
merchandise or other private business, 
except by authority of the U. S. Com- 
mission. 


9. No drinking saloon, bar-room or 


gambling establishment will be permit, 
ted within the limits of the park and all 
peddling or selling of anything for profit 
within tbe the limits of tbe park, with- 
out the written permit of tbe commie, 
sioners, is prohibited. 


10. Advertisements or private notices 


shall not be posted or displayed within 
tbe park or along the approaches thereto 
over wblch jurisdiction has been ceded 
to the United States.

12, Employees of tbe commission 


mnst be at all times courteous to visitors. 
Visitors are expected to be orderly. 
They are invited to report to tbe com- 
mission in writing any incivility or ne- 
glect on the part of guides and employ- 
ees. 


13. Leases of land will be made an- 


nually during the month of October for 
the year beginning tbe flrst day of April 
next thereafter and upon tbe condition 
"Tbat tenants will preserve tbe present 
buildinga and roads, and the present 
outlines of Held and foreat, and ttat 
they will cut only trees or underbrush 
under such regulations as the commis- 
sion may prescribe, or designate, and 
that they will assist In caring for and 
protecting all tablets, monuments or 
such other artificial works as may be 
from time to time erected by proper au- 
thority."

and other positions are to be stated in 
the- Inscriptions thereon, and thorn 
erected in honor of Individuals sball be 
limited to officers and soldiers who, fcr 
a conspicuous and exceptional act of 
aerolsx, may be deemed by tbe Secre- 
tary of War entitled to special com- 
memoration.

moved, changed, cleaned or repaired ex- 


said "he wouW wait a few minutes until 
it was over." But Instead of pawing 
the storm grew worse, and soon clouds 
of dost came pouring through the clinks 
about tbe windows, floors and other 
openings, making tbe air thick.

As soon as 
they left, I jumped up, stuck my feet 
into wool slippers, threw my wrapper on 
over my eight dress, grabbed a double 
blanket off the bed, and hurried out into 
Mrs. C—'s sitting room, flrst putting 
out my light. She was standing alone 
in tbe middle cf tbe room looking pretty 
well frightened, I said, "Where's Mr. 
I— ?" He's putting the children in the 
cave I" she answered. "In the cave?" 
1 said, "Are you going to the cave?" 
"The F—'a are all there now," she said. 
Tbe F—s live next door 
house and have no cave yet. 


"Well," I said, "then we'll go too." 


"Oh, no," she said, "you can't go down 
there, I'll stay bere with you." "If 
every one else goes, we'll go too," I 
said. Just theu Mr. I— came back 
looking pretty anxions. "I can't wait 
any longer, I'll have to try it any way." 
he said, "Mrs. I— is all alone." So out 
he started. As Mrs. C— let him out tbe 
front door, the last lamp light blew out, 
so we groped our way out to the back of 
tbe bouse, and Mr. F— helped ua into 
the cave. 


There were thirteen in all—four chil- 


dren from next door and their parents, 
three of C—'s children, Mif. C— and 
myself and a young man and a girl who 
bad been on the street when the storm 
struck, and bad fl-d to tbe nearest shel- 
ter. Excepting my blanket and a ihawl 
around tbe F— baby, tbere wasn't a 
wrap in tbe crowd. Two of F—'s chil- 
dren were in their night dresses, bare- 
footed, juat as they bad bee a snatched 
ont of bed. They wouldn't let me share 
mj-blanket, so I sit on a barrel turned 
on iis side, and got some of tbe children 
under my blanket around my feet. 


The wind bad brought a drop in tbe 


temperature and it was quit chilly. 


There we sat for an hour aud a half, a 


small lantern for our only light, and for 
seals, anything we could get, while tie 
dost poured in on our beads. 


The storm seemed to abate a little and 


the men Icoked out and reported that 
tbe dust had ceased to blow, so we 
crawled out and went in to our houses. 
Such a sight as we beheld ! It seemed 
as though a century must have passed 
since anyone bad entered tbe place. 
Carpets, tables, chairs, pictures, walls, 
books, curtains, everything, hidden un- 
der a thick layer of dark brown dust. 
It seemed aa though tbe place would 
not be fit to live in again. We crawled 
through tbe. dirt and Into our grimy 
beds, thankful tbat we bad even grimy 
beds, and dirty rooms to go to, 


I went to sleep, and slept well for tbe 


first time since I bad been ill. Next 
morning I felt much better and wanted 
some breakfast. Afterwards I got up, 
put on my wrapper and went out to Mrs. 
C—'a sitting room, while they cleaned 
my room. It took them almost all 
morning. They bad swept and cleaned 
the whole bouse tbe day before the 
storm. Now it must all be dene again. 


Everybody spent the day bouse clean- 


ing. People who have lived in Okla 
bomu since tbe opening have never ex- 
perienced such a dust storm before. Mr. 
I— lost bis way going home, but found 
it again, then ran in tbe face of tbe 
storm. He eavs be does not know bow 
he did it. He thought of nothing but 
reaching home. When be got there the 
blood was running down his face from 
bis eyes which were so cut and stung 
with tbe whirling duet. He had to keep 
cold clotbs on them all nlgbt, and next 
morning they were still very painful. 


Thank yoo, I don't want a farm in 


this country. It may be here today and 
down in Mexico tomorrow. 


The next door lot I ad just been 


ploughed and rolled, preparatory to grass 
seeding. It wee about nine inches higher 
than this lot. After the dust storm It 
bad gone down abont six inches. 


It bas rained juat twice since last fall, 


once before Christmas, and once after. 
Tbe earth is as dry aa a bone, and every 
loose bit of earth was whirled away.

He 
pointed to the result in England of 
teachers having to form a union to save 
themselves from tbe effacement of the 
examination and to China where thd 
teacher had been effaced., Will, the eyes 
of a sere Dr. Brumbaugh declared he 
looked to tbe time when promotion 
would be made on tbe word of the 
teacher. He declared that the teacher 
wai, or ought to be, the best judge 
whether he or ehe bad been successful in 
concreting knowledge into the mind of 
the child.;

When that lime comes I and it will be 


tbe teacher w>io will probably do more 
to bring that time than any other influ- 
ence In a community, do more to keep 
ont of the methods of tbe past and to 
lead up to the bill tops, there will be 
something better than tbe unmitigated 
examination evil. Think of tbe thou- 
sands of children to whom they are a 
nightmare. They dreacl them, they cry 
over them, they grow nnrvous over them, 
they do anything to g«t out of them, 
they work upon them, they practice 
tricks and deception to get through 
them and no one who appreciates what 
they are cenaurea them for BO doing. 
Tbe plan is to do anything to pass, if not 
on tbe square, then otbai wise. Exami- 
nations are at the expense of the moral 
and physical faculties and tone of the 
child. I know it was ao with me and 
with numbers I knew anl have seen 
since. The experiences of tbe children 
alone are enough to condemn the system 
until it hasn't a leg to atand on. Tbe 
children are merely suffering because 
someone elae has not been made to do 
what should have besc done to save 
them from this and the other person is 
tbe teacbar.

have small faith in their method if they 
must demonjtrata the success of tbe 
same by examinations.

Isaac Fishel died last week near Dills- 


burg, in his 71st year. Previous to the 
battle of Gettysburg tbe deceased was 
drafted in the United States service, but 
refused to go, and succeeded in evading 
the officials that were Bent after him, 
Later on when the rebels infested this 
section in 1883, he was charged with pilot- 
ing tbe Southern army and giving them 
valuable information. He was arrested, 
given a trial and was convicted of treason 
and condemned to be shot at the Carlisle 
barracks, now the Indian school. Squire 
George Pollinger, of Siddonstown, inter- 
ested himself in Fiehel's behalf, got up a 
petition and took it to Washington and 
presented it to President Lincoln, and the 
result waa that Fiehel was pardoned and 
returned to bis home. He was greatly re- 
spected by hia many friends until the day 
of his death.

.Fortune Aivflltn the Invel 


Method to Recover It. 


"If some scheme could be devised," 


said a Stillwater (Mlnu.) man, "by 
which the sunken logs which fill the 
beds of rivers ojyi creeks in the log- 
ging sections of *«iis country could only 
be recovered, 'immense fortunes would 
be made. Along the St. Croix waters it 
Is estimated that logs enough are im- 
bedded In the s:\nd of river bottoms to 
keep mills running for years. Under 
present conditions the loss Is total, for 
no successful method has ever been de- 
vised to effect this saving. 


"Occasionally logs cut years ago are 


forced by the washings of floods from 
their sand beds and driven upon the 
shores, where the action of sun and 
wind dries them out sufficiently so that 
they will float down stream, but the' 
percentage of legs recovered Is small, 
and million.-' of dollars' worth of prop- 
erty Is lost beyond recovery until some 
enterprising genius invents a machine 
or process to recover the timber. 


"At Stillwater logs occasionally come 


to the sorting booms bearing mart-J In 
use half a century ago, and when they 
appear the old lumbermen grow remi- 
niscent of men who have been long 
forgotten, 
but who were Important 


operators in the pioneer logging days 
of Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


"No possible estimate can be made 


of the amount of timber thus lost, but 
lumbermen estimate that the rivers of 
Wisconsin, in the value of the logs 
burled in their sands, have fortunes of 
millions of dollars if the logs could be 
recovered. Wisconsin has been one of 
the big pine states, and your Cblp- 
pewa, Wisconsin, St. Croli and Me- 
nominee rivers and their tributaries 
contain fortunes in sunken timber. 


"Strange as it muy appear, tbe value 


of the timber la not lessened, even after 
it has been submerged for half or 
quarter of a century. Efforts have been 
occasionally made to recover sunken 
logs. At one time a company was or- 
ganized at Stillwater to dredge streams 
and thus recover some of the timber, 
but the plan did not work with any 
great degree of success, this method 
being found too expensive. Some one 
will come along some day with a plan, 
ami this immensely valuable product, 
now lost, will be recovered."—Mljwau- 
kee Sentinel

THE LEG BONES OF A MASTODON 


Were Unearthed Last Week in a County in 


West Virginia. 


There waa taken to Charlottsville, 


Va., last week by a citizen of Augusta 
county, West Virginia, the leg bones of 
a maatodcn which bad been unearthed 
while digging for phosphate deposits in 
a marl bed, Tbe bonea were examined 
by the Professor of Geology W. M. Fon- 
taine of University of Virginia, who 
said. "Tbe animal yielding the bones 
tound by Mr. Millar and brought to this 
city evidently perished by miring. Theae 
bouea belong to the legs and are in a 
good atate of preservation. They repft- 
ent a full grown individual of large 
ize. No teeth seem to have been ob 
ained, but they will, no doubt, be found 
ater. From tbe account given of tbe 
ocality where they were obtained il 
•ould appear that more than one indi- 
idual was mired. Possibly many will 
e found. In that case there must have 
3een In this bog something to attract tbe 
nimals, probably a salt lick. This waa 
early tbe case in the vicinity of Salt- 
Ille, in Southwest Yirginia, 
whera 


any bonea of the mastodon and other 
xtinct animal* have been found. 
"So far as 1 know, the most complete 


keleton of the mastodon ever found in 
irginia was obtained by Thomas Jeffer- 
on. This is said to bave been discov- 
ered near Saltville. It is now In the 
museum of the University of Virginia. 
It embraces, with aome other parts, a 
complete thigh bone, a nearly complete 
tuak, and the upper and lower jaw bones 
with many of the teetb in place."

The troth is, I was born and 
brought up in the south under the sys- 
tem of slavery, and to n:o It was a 
matter of course.

| mon In the schools and in many fam-

"One day a strong, Insly negro became 


Insubordinate and refused to work. I 
ordered him flogged. After his punish- 
ment lie said to nie, 'I'll get even with 
you for this,' and the look he gave me 
at the same time convinced me that he 
would be as good as his word. Many 
overseers would have bad him flogged 
again and again and then been ready 
to shoot him at the slightest provoca- 
tion. On the contrary, I treated him 
more kindly than ever, though not let- 
ting liini see that I attached any im- 
portance to words uttered under great 
humiliation. 


"Pcle—thai was the negro's name- 


tried at various times to- kill ale, 
though indirectly. One niglit I found 
on turning down my bedclothes a poi- 
Bonom snake between tbc sheets. It 
had doubtless been placed at the fJCF 
of the bed, but bod not remained fnere. 
I suspected Tele of the work, and the 
next morning, coming upon him sud- 
denly, he was unable to conceal liis 
feelings at seeing me, knowing that 
his plan had failed. At another time 
he placed a huge stone over my door 
so that the door's opening would dis- 
lodge the stone. I win struck on the 
shoulder, which was dislocated, and I 
was laid up for weeks.

the negroes were bold at auction, ljetc 
and his wife and child among the num- 
ber. When it was announced that lie 
and his family were liable to separa- 
tion Pete became the most despei-jte 
looking man I ever saw. lie brooded 
till it seemed as If he would lose his 
reason.
